"On August 12, 1953, Mr. Luther 
Reynolds, white, male, age 32, came 
to the local hospital in Picayune forl 
medical service and was examined by 


his family physician who was confident į’ 


that the patient was suffering from 
omə unusual disease. The family 
physician suggested, as the petient was. 
an ex-serviceman and a former patient 
in the Veterans Administration Hos- 
pital that he be taken to the Veterans 
Hospital in New Orleans, Louisiana, 
The patient left the Picayune hospital 
about 5:00 p. m. in a private auto- 
mobile with a letter from his family 


physician — admittance ta the ! 


and obtained the services of a private 
Physician and private ambulance but 
were unable to control: the convulsions 
and unable to get the patient into the 
ambulance. 

“The attending physician in Slidell 
called the Veterans Administration hos- 
pital in New Orteans, Loutsiana, and 
this hospital refused to admit the 
patient and suggested the patient be 
sent to the State Mental Hospitat at 
Mandeville, La. 

“The hosiptal there also refused the 
patient suggesting that/they call Char- 
ity Hospital in New Orleans. The 
Charity Hospital in New Orleans was 
contacted and requested to send an 
ambulance and straight jacket. They 
complied with this request, also send- 
ing & hospital physicign. 

“The patient arrived at Charity Hos- 
pital about 1:00 a.m. on August 13 
and died about noon the same day. / 

“Upon investigation it was disclosed 
that in the month of March 1953, 
a strange dog came to this home and 
attacked three dogs that belonged to 
this family. Mr. Reyonlds noticed 
the dogs fighting in his yard about 


8:00 at night; went out to separate] 


the dogs. When the dog left he followed 
it quite: a distance and tried to shoot 


it, but every time he overtook the dog| 


it was fighting with one of his dogs 
and he could not shoot it. 

“No report of this matter was made 
to the County Health Department. 

"In the month of April, one dog be- 
longing to the Reynolds family became 
stiff legged and was frothing at the 
mouth and was. killed, although this 
dog had bitten two other dogs betore 
it was killed. 

"This dog head was not exemined 
and no report was made about it. 

"On July 4th the second dog be- 
longing to this family showed signs of 
rabies and bit the son of Mr. Reynolds, 
Cerl age 3% years The bite was 
a lip puncture and on account of 
history and the wound being so near 
the brain, the boy was started on anti- 
rabies treatment immediately. 

“Three days later this dog died. The 
brain was examined in the State Hy- 
gienic Laboratory and was found posi- 
tive for rabies. 

"It was further disclosed ‘that in 
the month of. May another dog be- 
longing to this family began to show 
signs of rabies end was confined in an 
out-house. In handling this dog, Mr. 
Luther Reynolds was bitten on the 
soft part of his hand between the fore 
finger and thumb. Later this dog 
died. This all took place between the 
time the strange dog came into the 
yard and the biting of the littis boy 
on the lip.

Last the pillow or seat cushion and 
flounce. Leave the flounce until the 
last. Baste the cover together, insert- 
ing the welting between the sections, 
round side down. Make sure the raw 
ends of the welting are hidden in the 
seam. Remove from chair after you 
are satisfied it has been properly fit- 
ted. Stitch with a,heavy duty thread. 
1f you prefer a boxed seam instead, of 
a welted finish, stitch the cover sec- 
tions together, THEN turn right side 
out and carry a line of stitching 1⁄4 
inch from tfie edge. . 

You'll be surprised and pleased with 
the results. It’s that first piece that 
throws you.

very tasty. It was my impression that , 
only the hard cooking pears did well, 
in this area. Ray has been working 
and experimenting on his own and has 
proven his point strongly. More pow- 
er to him. 

He [ave me permission to pass on 
this little tip to you and I think it is 
a very gcod one. The cellophane bags, 
that vegetables and fruits come in, 
are put to double use waen opened 
up and tied over an apple or 2 pear on 
the limb. Leave the top open and 
the bottom open to allow any moisture 
to run off. Keeping the fruit covered 
with the cellophane | keeps it clean! ò 
and prevents the birds pecking and 
causing rot. The fruit he offered me 
had been covered since July. It was 
beautiful and he said the New Orient is 
fine for this area. It has been tested 
and’ tried for mote than ten years 
ahd is now bearing heavily for the 
first time. They average from one- 
half to a pound each pear in weight. 

The same idea might easily be ap- 
plied to other plants and fruits in due 
time. The covering would not keep 
oùt the sun, but would keep the fruit 
og blossom clean and.protected. Ray’s 
idea should be of some value to speci- 
mien growers who tend their blooms 
so carefully. It's worth a tty.
